High Court Judge

RIO DE JANEIRO, Tuesday, Oct. 30.—(AP)—The 
resignation of Getulio Vargas as president of Brazil was 


announced early today with 


Supreme Court Judge Jose 


Linhares assuming the presidency. 

Gen. Pedro Aurelio Goes Monteiro announced the 
resignation of Vargas. Goes Monteiro resigned late yes- 
terday as minister of war but early today he announ 
he had reconsidered at the request of army officers and 


had resumed his post. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, Oct. 
29.—( UP)—P resident Getulio Var- 
gas was reliably reported to have 
resigned tonight as disturbances 
were rumored taking place in the 
military city. Strong armored 
forces moved through the streets 
of the capital, taking dominating 
positions at key points. 

It was said that Vargas, caught 
between opposing military-politi- 
cal factions fighting over a pro- 
posed cancellation of the Dec. 2 
elections, would turn over his 
powers to his successor within 
the next two days. 

Other reports said that War 
Minister Gen. Saurelio de Goes 
Monteiro had resigned and that 
the commander of the Rio garri- 
son in the military city, Gen. 
Renato Paquet, had proclaimed 
himself war minister and head 
of the movement favoring cancel- 
lation of the elections.

It was an equally happy occa-’ 
sion for Mrs. Sarah Danneman, 
who was present at the meeting 
between her brothers, Lt. Allen 
A. Rosenblum, and her husband, 
S. Sgt. David D. Danneman. Both 
men served with the Eighth Air 
Force in England, and both were 
shot down in missions over Nazi 
territory. 

It was, in fact, a story-book end- 
ing for all concerned, as_ the 
smiles which the three wore yes- 
terday amply proved, Danneman 


received his discharge about a 
week ago, and Rosenblum expects 
to become a civilian again around 


the first of December.

IF PACT FAILS— 


Atom Threat 
To Disperse 


U.S. Cities? 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—(/) 
A suggestion that in this atomic 
age America may have to break 
up its big cities and scatter them 
over the landscape was laid before 
senators today. . 


Dr. William F. Ogburn, sociolo- 
gist, of the University of Chicago, 
summed it up thus tersely: 

“If an agreement not to use 
the bomb fails, then there is an- 
other way out, namely, to scatter 
the urban population.” 


Ogburn and other social scien- 
tists testified in support of a pro- 
posed national research foundation 
backed with federal funds. Par- 
ticularly they asked that the so- 
cial sciences—such things as soci- 
ology, psychology and the like—be 
aided as well as the physical sci- 
ences. 

“For every important mechani- 
cal invention that physical scien- 
tists make there is created a new 
social problem on which social sci- 
entists should work,” Ogburn told 
a joint Senate Military-Commerce 
subcommittee holding hearings on 
the research proposal. 

He suggested specifically that 
“it would -not be a bad idea to 
have social scientists work in find- 
ing out all about how our urban 
population from very large cities 
might be dispersed, slowly or rap- 
idly, to greater or lesser degree 
whether further into the interior 
or not.” 

To wait until atomic war breaks 
out, he noted, would be too late. 
To decentralize big cities in peace- 
time would be a stupendous job, 
Ogburn conceded, “but if we do 
not scatter them, they may be 
destroyed with a few bombs.” 

Ogburn, a high-domed, easy- 
smiling man, then ventured a look 
at the future of society as changed 
by peacetime industrial use of 
atomic energy. 

“We have not yet learned how 
to use atomic energy to run ma- 
chines: but who shall say that we 
will not learn to so use it soon?”

Construction of 2,500 new low-cost housing units by the Atlanta 
Housing Authority at a cost of $12,000,000 hinges on congressional 
approval of the Wagner-Ellender bill or some other legislation to [Ii- 
mance public and private rehabilitation of slum areas, 


James H. Therrell, director of, 
the authority, yesterday disclosed | 
that the authority already has | 
filed an application to erect 2,500 | 
more units to relieve a local crit- | 
ical housing shortage, but said the 
green light on the projected new | 
developments cannot be given un- 
til additional federal funds are 
made available. | 


Therrell said no announcement 
of the location of the new struc, 
tures could be made until pur- 
chase of needed land is completed, 
but added detailed plans already 
have been prepared. 


Although the housing authority 
plans erection of the 2,500 new 
units as rapidly as possible, Ther- 
rell said they will not meet ex- 
isting demands for facilities. He 
pointed out that a recent estimate 
placed present needs at 10.000 
units in the next three years, but 
asserted he believes the need will 
be met largely by private  con- 
struction. 

Another problem will be posed 

housing if the express high- 
ways recommended, by Harry W. 
Lochner, Chicago consultant and 
his associates, are constructed in 
Atlanta, Therrell said. Lochner 
and associates recently submitted 
a $60,000,000 master traffic im- 
provement plan for the metropol- 
itan area. 

Before the surveys were begun 
Lochner visited the office of the 
housing authority to ascertain | 
where the 300-foot expressways 
could be run to eliminate the 
maximum number of blighted 
areas and at the same time obtain 
property as cheaply as possible. 

While the expressway system is 
built, hundreds of sub-standard 
houses will be razed, and the 
problem which the housing au- 
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thority has experienced in relo- 
cating persons displayed from sec- 
tions in which housing projects 
have been constructed will be ag- 
gravated by adding those from ex- 
pressway routes. 

Atlanta now has 4,996 low-cost 
housing units which cost approvi- 
mately $23,000,000. They are the 
Techwood, Clark Howell and Cap- 
itol Homes for white persons, and 
University, Grady, Hope, agan 
and Herndon homes for Negroes.

Attlee To Visit — 
Truman To Talk 
Of Atomic Bomb 


LONDON, Oct. 29.— (UP)— 
Prime Minister Clement R. Attlee 
intends to announce in the house 
of commons tomorrow that he will 
visit Washington soon to discuss 
with President Truman control of 
the atomic bomb and use of atomic 
energy in peace time, an authori- 
tative informant reported tonight. 

Unless Attlee changes his plans, 
the informant said, he will make 
his announcement during a state- 
ment on controlling the atomic 
bomb and related subjects. 

Well-informed sources believed 
that Attlee would confine his busi- 
ness talks with the President to 
the atomic energy problem. 

Political quarters expressed be- 


lief that Attlee would go soon 


and remain only a short time. The 
report of Attlee’s intended visit 
came a few hours after he an- 
nounced in the house of commons 
that the government had decided 
to set up a research and experi- 
mental station to investigate all 
aspects of the use of atomic en- 
ergy. 

Attlee, commenting that the 
government realized the great ex- 
pense attached to atomic research, 
did not reply to -he statement of 
a Labor member that it might 
reach $160,000,000. He said that 
the situation would not be con- 
fined to bomb research. 

Attlee told the commons that 
atomic research had been put un- 
der the ministry of supply. He 
told a questioner: 

“The government is fully in- 
formed as to German research into 
the atomic bomb.”

time. 


Under the compromise measure, cor- 
porations will save an estimated $3,136,- 
000,000, individuals $2.644.000,000.

An Old, Old 
War Goes on in China 


There is fighting in China between Commu- 
nist troops and troops of Chiang Kai-shek’s gov- 
ernment. 

Names appear— 

Shantung, Shansi, Suiyuan. In those provinces there is war. 

The chapter begins in 1921. There was a struggle for power 
then in vast China between two small organizations, the Com- 
munist party, organized with the help of Russian advisers, and 
the Kuomintang, the Nationalist party, which had been formed by 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen. 

In 1923 Dr. Sun reached an agreement with that party and 
obtained financial and advisory help from the Soviet government. 
Chiang Kai-shek was the man who went to Moscow and arranged it. 
All the western powers had been approached, but with great short- 
sightedness had refused. : 

At that time the government of Lenin had as its objective a 
world revolution of workers. Following that policy, it encouraged 
and organized revolutionary parties wherever possible. 


In 1924 the Kuomintang was reorganized along 
Last Resort the lines of the party of Lenin, western powers 
again refusing to give aid to Dr. Sun, who preferred it from them. 

To China went a corps of advisers headed by the still living, 
but legendary figure, Gen. Michael M. Borodin. In 1925-26 this 
combined party overthrew the admittedly corrupt Peking dictator- 
ship and set up a government. 

During this fight, in 1925, Dr. Sun died. 

In 1926 the young general, Chiang Kai-shek, subjugated his 
associate and staged a coup d’etat, taking control of the army. In 
Shanghai the business world called him “that bolshevik,” and were 
pleased but stunned at his subsequent course. 

The war—which is in our headlines today—began then. In 1927 
Chiang Kai-shek astounded all who knew him by overthrowing the 
government, decreeing a “nationalist” government, and calling for 
the capture and extermination of the Chinese and Russian Com- 
munists Borodin and his advisers fled. (And in Russia a party 
member named Stalin began to wonder if a public program of 
domestic policy rather than world revolution might not work better 
for Russia.) Chiang instituted a reign of terror which has been 
matched but not exceeded. From 1927 to 1937 he carried on a war 
of extermination. 


The Communists,. established in Kiangsi, south- 
Long March west of Shanghai, were forced out and began, in 
1934, a march which took them 6,000 miles on foot, fighting all of 
the way. They started with 100,000 persons and ended with about 
50,000. They were on the road 368 days, averaging 15 miles per day. 


In the isolated northwest, the great “famine belt” of China, 
they took their stand. There they established their government, 
declared war on Japan and, after a time, actually began to fight 
the Japanese. In 1936, when Chinese generals captured Chiang 
Kai-shek because of his policy against Japan, he was released on 
agreement with his own generals he would create a united front. 
The Communists had no part in his kidnaping and have not been 
so charged. 

This unity, never real, deteriorated and Chiang Kai-shek set up 
a border guard against the Communist armies in the north. Within 
the vast northwest the Communist government, by giving land to 
farmers and instituting propaganda and craft schools, spread its 
influence. Not Communist in physical operation, since its appeal 
is based on individual ownership of land, it nevertheless is Marxist 
and looks to the Soviet Union for inspiration. 


T V Ss It was this government which was left to paddle 
On he oong its own canoe when the Soviets made an agree- 
ment with the Chiang Kai-shek government, T. V. Soong, brother- 
in-law of the generalissimo, having gone to Moscow for Chiang 
Kai-shek as that generalissimo had gone for Sun Yat-sen. The 
Soviets apparently want to burn no more fingers.

Will Be Brighter 


Always provided threatened strikes do not halt 
production before it is well under way, our streets 
and highways will, ere long, be brightened by the 

admixture, into traffic, of an evergrowing proportion of shiny new 
automobiles. 

The makers already are putting on display in dealers’ show- 
rooms those long-awaited 1946 models, the first new production 
since 1941, when the 1942 models were withdrawn, because of the 
war, almost before sales had well started. 

Oh, sure, we've seen a few of those 1942 models, the newer 
looking cars we’ve passed on the way to work in the morning, 
wondering how the owner of that snooty boat got a priority per- 
mission to buy, or the substantial folding money required. 

Now, however, the new cars are coming in peacetime manner 
and all of us who can promote a decent trade-in for the old bus 
will be competing for the new models on display. Not all will be 
able to buy. There won’t be enough cars to meet the demand 
for a couple of years or more. 

(I see where the betting odds are 30 to 1 against your getting 
the car you want, and have the cash to pay for, before January 
1, next. Odds are 3 to 1 for 1946 and even money for 1947. Or 
that’s what I read.) 


For four years the average age of the cars 
we have seen has been increasing. That 
average car has been getting a little older and a trifle shabbier 
with each month. It has been gradual, so we haven’t noticed 
it. particularly. When the shiny, smart new models begin to 
appear in use, though, we’ll notice the shabbiness of the old cars 
then. And we'll feel the urge to buy that new one, and then 
will come the competition for the limited supply on sale. And, 
if price controls are not held, our money will fast shrink in pur- 
chasing power and soon it will take more than it safely should 
to buy the new bus. 

When this Jones family took a vacation in Canada in the 
summer of 1941, our car wasn’t new, even then. It was more 
than two years since it left the showroom floor. 

We drove from Atlanta to Niagara Falls, and it was like it 
had always been. The same types, the same brightness, the 
same newness of so many of the cars on the road. 

Then we crossed into Ontario, into a country which had been 
at war for two years. Canadians hadn’t been buying new cars 
for that period. 

Immediately that fact was apparent. You didn’t see many 
new cars on the Ontario highways and, of those you did see, a 
large proportion were bearing U. S. license tags.

As said, we haven't 
noticed the change among our home people, because we have been 
part of it and it has been so gradual. 

But I'll guarantee if someone who has been out of the coun- 
try for four years and has just returned were asked, he would 
report noticing that change in transportation smartness. 

And we'll all become conscious of it as soon as enough of the 
new cars get out in public to become commonplace. 

The streets and highways will be shinier, more glittering, 
smarter. The shabbiness will begin to lessen and the ancient 
jaloppy meandering down the highway will again be a noticeable 
exception instead of the usual thing. 


Not Much Change As a matter of fact, I don’t expect the 1946 


models to be much different from those of 
1942, save in that outer, smart and new appearance.* For the 
designers haven’t had time, since war ended, to make any drastic 
improvements. It will take a year or two or three before we 
can expect anything revolutionary, even if then. 

But those 1942 models were, operationally, all any reason- 
able man could ask. It will be. enough, for a few years, to be able 
to buy one, with a slightly more streamlined outer appearance. 

Really, the modern automobile, when you pause to consider, 
is akin to the miraculous. A motor that will propel a vehicle 
so comfortable it is luxurious—I am speaking of the popular 
priced cars—along a highway at 60 mph with reasonable safety 
can easily be classed as miraculous. When you add to that 
ability the fact that almost any man, womar or child can oper- 
ate that vehicle without fear of mechanical stymie, it is com- 
pletely marvelous, 

I do hope the dealers will be reasonable in setting the trade- 
in values of these old cars which have served us so well dur- 
ing the war. So we can buy one of their shiny new models 
without too much financial sacrifice. After all, Mister Dealer, 
that old bus has done noble work since 1941—it’s still good for 
many thousands of miles—there is a sentimental value. ,..

United Nations 
seeks a Home Site 


WASHINGTON.—On the theory that the 

United States will be finally designated as per- 

ne manent headquarters for the new United Nations 

security organization, which grew out of the San Francisco con- 

ference, several American cities are already bestirring themselves 
with a view to claiming the rich prize. 

The main contenders so far are San Francisco, Philadelphia, 
and Washington, although it has not been made clear yet whether 
the nation’s capital will be allowed to put in a formal bid for the 
world organization headquarters. 

Officials have been inclined to the view that it would be better, 
if the peace agency is to come to the United States, to have it located 
in a separate environment from the seat of government. 


Philadelphia had an official delegation at the White House the 
other day to present its claim for the honor. Sen. Joe Guffey, of 
Pennsylvania, headed the group, and the matter was discussed at 
some length with President Truman. 

Boosters for San Francisco have been busy also. Overtures to- 
ward having the west coast city named have been laid before the 
proper State Department officials and other moves are in the 


making. 

: : Some of our other leading cities will no 
Scramble in Offing $oth: be heard from in time. It would 
not be surprising, in fact, to see a mad scramble take place for the 
prize when and if it is finally determined that the United States is 
to be awarded the world headquarters. , 

This seems certain to be true because the city that is selected 
will benefit immeasurably in cultural and other advantages, not 
to mention the advertising and prestige thet will go with being the 
center of activities built around efforts to preserve the peace of 
the world. 

The physical benefits alone will be sufficient to attract a large 
field of competition. 


: It offers something that any city would be proud to 
Incentive get. If the organization lives up to the expectations 
of the framers of the Charter, it will be a permanent institution 
with far greater influence in enforcing the peace of the world than 
the old League of Nations structure which emerged from the first 
World War. 

Some site in the United States seems to be preferred - other 
nations for the headquarters as a means of keeping a live interest 
in the organization here. Without our active participation there is 
little hope of the program succeeding. We refused to join the league 
after the previous war, with the result that it failed. 

The other nations, for the most part, seem anxious and willing 
to do anything to get us assume a full measure of responsibility. 


We have already committed ourselves to the extent of approving 
the Charter. Enough other nations have now followed suit to make 
the United Nations World Security organization a fact. The final 
protocol to this end has just been signed by Secretary of State 
Byrnes with the arrival of ratification documents from the Soviet 
Union, the White Russian Republics, and Poland. 


° ; President Roosevelt is believed to have 
Roosevelt 8 Choice personally picked San Francisco as the 
site for the original Charter conference. His reported idea was to 
isolate the meeting place from Washington, where conflict- 
ing influences would come more prominently into play. It proved 
a happy setting for the historic deliberations. 

Some of the speculative comment out of London has projected 
the colorful west coast city as a site for the permanent organization 
headquarters. San Francisco, therefore, is in a position to make a 
real bid. Its citizens will miss a great opportunity if they do not 
press the matter to their utmost. 

But the competition seems sure to be strong. It is something 
that every city and any section of the country should gladly seek. 
The benefits will be important and widespread. 

With all of the talk about atomic weapons forcing the nations 
of the world to unite in a common government, who can tell but 
what the headquarters city for the United Nations organization 
may eventually emerge as the capital of the world?

NEW YORK.—The late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt caused the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to 
buy a 750-acre estate complete 
with a mansion and other baronial 
buildings and equipment, adjoin- 
ing his own estate at Hyde Park, 
for $150,000 in 1942. The osten- 
sible purpose of this purchase with 
public money was to obtain for 
the Department of Agriculture a 
tract of land and cultivated trees 
for public use as a forestry and 
agriculture demonstration project. 
There was no need of such facili- 
ties in the state of New York. 
According to a favorite boast of 
the late President, reforestation 
had been developed during his 
terms as governor to such a de 
gree that New York was a leader 
among the states in this respect. 


THE PROPERTY in question, 
the Archibald Rogers.estate, has 
never been delivered to the De 
partment of Agriculture. Instead 
it was used as a camp and bar- 
racks and training ground for a 
presidential household garrison 
designated as the 240th Military 
Police Battalion (Zone of Inte 
rior), (Special) assigned to guard 
the President on his occasional 
visits to his own estate, and at 
all times, of course, to guarti his 
property. This unit was carefully 
selected. It had 17 officers and 
367 men under command of a ma- 
jor. An Army officer who, natur- 
ally, prefers not to be identified, 
discussing the battalion, has said 
that $100 a month would be a fair 
estimate of the per capita pay and 
allowances of the garrison. At 
full strength that would have been 
$38,400 a month for this cost alone.

WE COULD DO a lot more for 
our dogs than we do, as a rule. A 
farm dog ranges about consider- 
ably and invariably picks up good 
ripe bones which invariably trans- 
mit lots of worms to the dog’s 
interior. Then the dog needs our 
help to get rid of these ravaging 
parasites. If we don’t take the 
trouble to worm him or to get him 
wormed, he is headed for contin- 
uous trouble. 


Many fine dogs have been put 
away, the owner believing his dog 
was mad, when the ailment was 
running fits, caused by worms. 
These fits are one of the worst 
effects of worms, but there are 
many other ailments and. dis- 
eases caused by internal parasites. 
It is not hard to imagine what 
happens to a dog (or to any other 
individual) when his food supply 
is taken over by hundreds of hun- 
gry worms. Nutritional diseases 
of every kind and character lie in 
wait for the victim. Worming is 
a simple practice to learn. Any 
conscientious veterinarian will pre- 
scribe a worm remedy and give 
instructions in its use, if the dog 
is living out in the country and 
hard to reach. 


So it is with external parasites 
such as ticks and fleas. They bite 
and sting and harass the dog, ruin- 
ing his coat, puncturing his skin, 
sucking his blood (the ticks do), 
and generally making him miser-

The 
dog should have a regular home, 
too—some place of his own. If 
his job is to protect the house 
from the outside, he should have 
a dog house or a place on the 
porch where he can get in and out 
and still be protected from the 
weather.

Truman Goes 
All the Way 


In going all out for universal 
military training, the President 
confounded a good many prophets. 
Behind some of the prophecies 
was the wishful thinking of poli- 
ticians who think universal mili- 
tary training would be a good 
thing, if not indispensable, but 
who are afraid they will lose votes 
by advocating it. The President 
might have ducked the issue or 
proposed a feeble alternative. In- 


nation, and he em~“asized the im- 
portance which he-attached to his 
recommendation by presenting it 
in person to congress. 


The President’s message, like 
General Marshall’s recent report, 
makes it quite clear that the pur- 
pose of universal military train- 
ing is not to train a mass of in- 
fantrymen. The vital factor is 
time. On the one hand, techno- 
logical advance has greatly in- 
creased the time needed to train 


cut drastically the time available 
for training them after war 
breaks out. If there is another 
great war, the United States al- 
most certaifly will be the first 
target of the aggressor. In the 
first two world wars, we had 
years in which to get ready.

few weeks—or perhaps only a few | 
hours.

UNIVERSAL TRAINING, as 
President Truman said, is not just 
drill. He stressed more than the

IN THE THIRD PLACE, the 
President suggests that a certain 
number of outstanding trainees be 
sent to college with the financial 
aid of the government, on condi- 
tion that after graduation and 
ROTC training they take a year 
or more of additional training as 
junior officers. These would be 
selected, in the first instance, aft- 
er “an adequate period of train- 
ing,” which might be less than 
one year. He might have suggest- 
ed that appointments to West 
Point and Annapolis be made on- 
ly from these outstanding 
trainees. 

The President’s case for univer- 
sal training does not rest on the 
benefits it may bring to many in 
the form of education, improved 
physical fitness, or in such intan- 
gibles as a sense of obligation to 
the nation. These, as he says, are 
by-products. But they are by-prod- 
ucts which may be _ properly 
weighed against the personal in- 
convenience of military training. | 

But the real argument for. uni- | 
versal training is based squarely 
on national safety. It would re | 
main just as valid if there were 
no beneficial by-products. 


THE PRACTICAL QUESTION 
now is whether the President’s 
strong stand will arouse the ac- 
tive support of others who think 
he is right—not only members of 
congress but individual citizens 
who have no lobbies representing 
them in Washington but who are 
concerned about the security of 
their nation and its influence in 
the world.

Now the war is over. We turn again to supplying civilian needs. 
But today these needs, unfilled for four long years, are at the high- 
est peak of all time. Our government’s tax requirements are no long- 
er the staggering needs of war, but they are still the enormous needs 
of war’s aftermath—many times greater than before the war. There 
is also immediate, urgent need for all kinds of goods to aid the recov- 
ery and rehabilitation of a war-torn world. 


The simple fact is that we have a big job ahead of us. 
We can’t get it done on the prewar basis of work. 
We must produce far more now than ever before. 


Recognizing these problems, we have made the following proposal: 


October 27, 1945. 


General Motors proposes that the UAW-CIO join with it in petition- 
ing the congress to change the wages and hours act to make the stand- 
ard work week 45 hours in place of 40 hours during the postwar 
reconstruction period. This proposal is made recognizing that the coun- 
try has a big load to carry in cleaning up the aftermath of the war, and 
that under these conditions we can all have more only if we produce 


The reason for this proposal to change the law is that the. present 
law putting the penalty of overtime pay of 50% on the extr hours over 
40 discourages employers and business generally from planning such 
extra hours of production, thereby tending to reduce the country to a 


when the country and the world are demanding more 


lower prices, 


With this change in the work week, we propose that all wage rates 
be increased approximately 6%, so that men working 45 hours at the 
new straight-time rates will make as much money as they do now 
for 45 hours of work. This proposa! would increase the earnings of 
those working less than 45 hours and would also increase the extra 
compensation for any hours worked over 45, since such hours would 
be paid for at time-and-a-half based on the new rates. 


Your first impression of this proposal probably will be that it is a 
reactionary idea, and not in the interest of labor. It is not reactionary 
any more than working longer hours in the war emergency was. We 
are sure that it is in the best interests of all the people of our country, 
and particularly in the best interests of al] workmen. 


[f the 40-hour week was sound prewar and the 48-hour week during 
the war, the 45-hour week is sound for the immediate period follow- 
ing such a world catastrophe as we have been through. All Americans 
are expecting an even higher standard of living postwar than we had 
prewar. This can be accomplished at this time only by producing 
more, as we now must carry the huge additional tax burden and other 
out of the war. The simple fact is that we have a big 
e cannot get it done on the prewar basis of work. We 
must produce far more than we did in the past. 


The workmen of other nations wil! work far more than 45 hours. In 
many cases they will have only a bare subsistence living while they are 
doing it, because of the lack of good tools and machinery, like those 
supplied by employers in our country.

It prevents inflation and preserves the purchasing power of war 
bonds, insurance, social security and other savings.

. It will stimulate business activity and create more jobs, and. 
result in the employment of many more people in all related 


businesses. 


. If our plants could be scheduled to work on this basis, we would 
produce nine cars where we would otherwise have .

. We still have high taxes, which necessarily are a charge against 


industry and all producers. 


. To develop and apply technological improvements and to reor- 


ganize industry takes time—years, not months. 


is hoped that at the end of this postwar reconstruction period: 


. Our relations with other countries wil] be on the basis of a two- 
way street, where we shal] get back goods and services for those 


we supply. 


. The fighting men will be back at peacetime work, and the aft- 


ermath of the war wil] be over. 


. Government expense and the number of government employes 
will be reduced and not be such an excessive burden on all pro- 


ducers. 


. Technological improvements—the better ways of doing all] the 
things that are necessary to deliver products to customers—will 


have become effective. 


We can then have a 40-hour week with more leisure time and more 
goods and services, and can continue to improve the standard of living 


of all Americans.

Passage by the senate of a $2,738,000 outlay for the deepening and 
widening of the Savannah harbor has advocates of the Georgia Port 
Authority declaring this is the first real step toward giving Georgia 


Under provisions of the bill, in- 
troduced by Congressman Hugh 
Peterson, ranking Democrat on 
the Rivers and Harbors Commit- 


tee, the channel will be deepened 


from 30 to 36 feet. It will be 
made 500 feet wide for a distance 
of approximately 13 miles. 


Under the Georgia Port Au- 


thority set up, approximately $40,- 


000,000 will be spent in building 
port facilities at Savannah and 
Brunswick. 


At Savannah, plans call for the 


construction of tobacco storage 
docks and cold storage docks. At

ing facilities south of Norfolk for 


the present,
